The Lord's Supper, which was appointed 
to be the Bond of Union among Chriſtians, 
they have ſo corrupted it, that Multitudes 
have ſuffered cruel Torments, for not be- 
lieving what Chriſt never told them, and 
which four, out of five Senſes, aſſure them 
is falſe, and ſober Reafon confirms, and the 
trueſt Antiquity agrees to it. That a Prieſt 
(and he ſometimes a poor Mortal) by pro- 
nouncing five myſterious Words, Hoc eſt 
enim corpus meum, can and doth turn the 
Bread and Wine into Chriſt's Body, which 
they call Tranſubtantiation ; which, by the 
way, was never made an Article of Chri- 
ſtian Faith, till the Council of Trent (which 
met after the Reformation begun by Luther) 
eſtabliſhed it. This, as Archbiſhop T:/- 
loten well obſerves, is a Millſtone hun 
about the Neck of Popery, which in God's 
Time will fink it to the Bottom of the Sea.

Biſhop Burnett, That in a female Reign, 


when great Tenderneſs might have been ex- 
pected, it pleaſed God to ſhow Popery in 
its moſt frightful Colours, that Poſterity 
might have a true Idea of this cruel, per- 
ſecuting Religion. That ſhort and unhappy 
Reign of five Vears, ought to be tranſmitted 
to all Generations in Letters of Blood; for 
about two hundred and eighty Perſons, of 
all Ages, both Sexes, and almoſt all Profeſ- 
ſions, ſuffer d on account of that Doctrine.

The 
New Teſtament is the only Book of Articles 
and Canons, that can and ought to bind 
the Conſciences of all Chriſtians.
